hance their appearance and resistance 
to weather. 'Wood siding and shingles 
have integral insulating value {n them- 
selves, increasing comfort and fuel 
economy in the winter and keeping 
the home cool in summer.

but the branch was almost unnoticed 
when it made its bow. There was in- 
dication of what was to come. By this 
time the Bank of Italy had increased 
its resources to $2,574,005 from its 
start of less than $150,000 four years 
before. In these four years its 
strength had multiplied 15 times. It 
was still a youngster and apparently 
not of terrific importance, but it was a 
lusty youth. 


San Jose Invaded 


In December, 1909, the Bank of Italy | 
purchased its first bank in another’ 
city. This was the Commercial and 
Savings Bank of San Jose, the birth- 
place of Giannini. The San Jose bank 
had resources of $491,231.90. State- 
wide banking was getting a start in 
California. 

But even yet the public was not 
awake to the plans of Giannini. No 
one had learned his secret of develop- 
ment. 

The truth was Giannini then, men- 
tally, had mapped out his statewide 
system such as he now controls. He 
was first in the United States. He 
laid down the principles for acquiring 
banks at that time which has been 
followed to this day. 


Begins to Build Men 


The campaign differed radically 
from foreign precedent. Giannini de- 
termined he would start no banks in 
competition with those already in the 
field. Instead he would always pur- 
chase a going concern—one with 
business already established and with 
a reputation for making money for 
itself and its depositors. It must have 
the confidence of the community. 

With the purchase of the San Jose 
bank Giannini’s chart was marked— 
his sails set. He likewise began 
puilding in another direction also— 
the acquiring and building of men. 

The San Jose purchase brought him 
into contact with the rich and power- 
ful Hale family of merchants who be- 
came officers and directors of the 
Bank of Italy. He also induced James 
J. Fagan, a prominent banker of San 
Francisco, to join the Bank of Italy 
as an executive. Fagan had been 
Giannini’s banker in earlier days. 
With this bank came into being an- 
other -policy. All officers and em- 
ployes were to be retained. New 
blood might be infused, but all who 
cared to and fitted in could stay. Good 
salaries were paid. 

The most important change for the 
bank being taken over was in reality 
a change of name. 

Convinced of Need 


Giannini then, as now, looked on a 
single unit bank as the ordinary per- 
gon would look on a city of San Fran- 
cisco or a state having but one central 
postoffice with no letter boxes to col- 
lect the mail and no carriers to de- 
liver letters. ‘ 

His reasoning he sums up as fol- 
lows:

Better Service Promised 

“By opening branches I foresaw we 
could diversify our own business and 
our own risks. We saw that we could 
give better service to everybody. Be- 
sides, at headquarters we would be 
able to build a strong advisory per- 
sonnel, we would be able to hire much 
abler men, and the services of all 
these men would be at the disposal of 
any costumer, ‘no matter where he 
might be. 

“Bach branch was to be a business- 
getter for the institution as a whole, 
but each branch likewise would have 
behind it all the resources the bank 
possessed. Thus we would be able to 
care for the needs of any customer. 
There would be no occasion for him 
having two bankers. There would be 
no need for any customer of ours to 
make a long trip, say from a distant 
part of the state into San Francisco to 
obtain all the credit he might require. 
It has saved our clients much money 
in this item alone. Furthermore, hav- 
ing our banks as his neighbor we 
know more intimately the require- 
ments of the customer.” 


CHAPTER 13 

Up until now Giannini had had com- 
paratively smooth sailing in so far as 
the attacks of competitors were con- 
cerned. Soon. he was to know that 
his growth and gaining strength would 
create antagonisms—antagonisms he 
never had thought of. But Giannini 
continued the fight and continued to 
make the Bank of Italy grow and 
grow and while growing to enrich 
many men and women. 


Giannini is a fighter. He loves to 
fight. He soon was to be plunged into 
a fight which continues down to the 
present day and is still going on. 

The Bank of San Francisco was 
purchased on October 10, 1910, and 
the Mechanics’ Savings Bank on Octo- 
ber 17, jugt a week later. The merger 
of these two institutions occurred si- 
multaneously on October 24. 


This caused talk. It was a mild 
sensation. They were merged into 
what became known as the Market 
Street branch. The Bank of Italy had 
left the commission district and was 
moving into the society of San Fran- 
cisco’s financial giants. 

Giannini was proving to the city 
and state that he was not to be kept 
localized in one small district or even 
to one city. 

The purchase of these banks 
brought criticism. But not yet was 
the criticism to be turned into abuse, 
into flooding the city and state with 
rumors and worse in an attempt to 
hurt him, All that was to come later. 
There was, however, a deep-seated 
antipathy to branch banking in Cali- 
fornia and the subject was much dis- 
cussed.

Demands of California anti-vivi- 
sectionalists for the ousting of Dr 
Wilbur Selle, physiology instructor at

It’s cheaper to live than to die— 
from the standpoint of California, with 
an $80,000,000 automobile accident bill 
to face yearly. Whether he bumps or 
is bumped by another car or merely 
watches the crash from the sidelines, 
the taxpayer’s burden is around $16 
per capita as the result of automobile 
accidents. This may seem high, but 
it is only a drop in the bucket com-

California’s first serious attempt at 
rehabilitation of narcotic drug addicts 
began a few days ago. The State Nar. 
cotic Hospital officially opened its 
doors at Pacific Lodge, near Pomona, 
Los Angeles county, and final arrange- 
ments were being made for handling 
the first patients. Dr. Thomas fF. 
Joyce, medical superintendent of the 
new hospital, is now touring State in- 
stitutions to select inmates addicted 
to narcotics who will be transfered to 
Southern California for treatment. The

approximately fifty. 


An “asbestos” covering for the foot- 
hills of California to eliminate the 
menace of brush fires is a possibility. 
This declaration is made on the au- 
thority of Fire Chief Ralph Scott of 
Los Angeles, who witnessed the tests 
of a new plant importation at the Cali- 
fornia botanic garden at Mandeville 
Canyon last week. While the plant is 
not exactly composed on the order of 
asbestos, plant scientists convinced 
Chief Scott that it is equally as effec- 
tive as far as its non-burning qualities 
are concerned. Newly arrived from 
South Africa, the asbestos plant ans- 
wers to the formal name of portula- 
cactrum and thrives on arid slopes, 
which makes it particularly well 
adapted for introduction to the foot- 
hills of southern California. 


Recommendations that the annual 
pension for retired public school teach- 
ers be raised to a figure somewhere 
between $600 and $900, will be pre 
sented to the 1929 Legislature. This 
was announced recently by Alexander 
R. Heron, State director of finance 
and chairman of the State Teachers’ 
Retirement Salary Fund Commisaton: 
Teachers now receive a pension of 
$500 a year after completing 30 years 
of service. The money comes from 
their own contributions and inherit- 
ance tax collections. A law change {s 
also contemplated, Heron said, to re 
fund the money of teachers who con 


; tribute toward the State Pension Fund 


and then quit teaching before qualify- 
ing for retirement compensation. 
Either California has been visited 
during the past year by a surplus of 
criminals, or the peace officers have 
exercised extraordinary diligence in 
apprehending those the State already 
has.
